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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment changing "comprising a heating element comprising a first metal member", so that it 
would read "having a heating means comprising a first metal member* significantly changes the scope of the chemical-reaction inducing 
means, because a "heating element" is directed to the part of a heating means which actually produces the heat, while the proposed 
"heating means" need not have any heating element made of a "first metal". For example, the wire used in connecting a ceramic heating 
element or a heat (IR) lamp to controlling circuits and/or power source may be present in the exhaust line (although in an insulating 
covering) and made of "first" metal, which can be any type of metal. Hence, the proposed amendments to the independent claims require 
further consideration due to this change in scope, as well as consideration of whether the specification, which discusses heating elements 
and metals used therefore (figure 1 , page 20), has teachings in support of this proposed broader claimed meaning. 

Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The proposed phrasing in the independent claims would 
correct the 1 12 problem as discussed in section 1 of the 12/29/2005 action, although it appears to create new ones. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims require further consideration of how 
this significant change in scope to the broader heating means (intended or not) affects the outstanding rejection over art, as well as 
whether or not there is sufficient support to encompass the broader limitation of heating means that comprises a metal member 
somewhere/anywhere in its structure, as long as it is somehow encompassed by the exhaust line. 
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
